done about the parsonage and Dr. 
Armstrong struck me on the head, in 
his anger. I made up my mind to get 
revenge on the minister, and in order 
to cover up the traces of the crime 1 
I believed hat my mother, who was 
I beleved that my mother, who was 
the only other occupant of the house, 
•would not Inform on me. 
I also had 


an idea that if I got rid of both of 
them their wealth would come to me. 


"I went to New Brunswick, as I in- 


tended to do, about 8 o'clock Wed- 
nesday evening. 
I returned shortly 


afterward and got my gun. 
Then 1 


went to the parsonage. As I entered 
I saw Mrs. Armstrong and killed her 
first. 
The minister, evidently scared 


by the shooting, was coming toward 
me and I blazed away at him, killing 
him, too. I left the house in a short 
time, and then went 
back 
to my 


home. 


Sears weakened when 
the 
police 


found some money and Armstrong's 
gold watch hidden in his pocket and 
broke down, confessing all. 


Sears was held without bail for the 


January grand Jury, This action was 
taken after the suspect had been put 
through an exhaustive examination 
lasting fifteen hours, In which third 
degree methods were used to induce 
him to confess the double crime. He 
was trapped into several damaging 
contradictions. 


At the end of the examination the 


accused man, who has been in the 
Armstrong family since he was two 
weeks old, was too weak to stand and 
had to be carried to his cell from the 
room where Prosecutor Crossley and 
the police had questioned him without 
intermission since his arrest. 
The 


prosecutor himself was worn out by 
the ordeal and staggered as he left the 
Jail. 


The mother of the halfhreed, who 


brought suspicion upon herself by her 
strenuous endeavors to shield her son, 
insisted upon visiting him in his cell 
and carrying food to him, but the au- 
UioTItles prevented her. 


During the forty years that Arm- 


strong had been pastor at Dutch Neck 
he hod seen generations grow up and 
many of the middle aged people about 
the country were christened and mar- 
ried by him. 


Mrs. Sears, a full-blooded negress, 


who has been a servant in the family 
of Mrs. Armstrong for nearly forty 
years, is under'surveillance as a wit- 
ness. A story by which she eagerly 
sought to protect her son delayed ac- 
tion by the authorities. 


Mr. Armstrong's wife, 
whom he 


married fifteen years ago, when she 
was 27, was a daughter of Ellwood 
Hue, 
10 whose farm she and her,hus- 


band moved upon Rue's death.
